PURPLE JEWELL (#369, J x 278). A tall stately variety with great sprays 
of améranth purple flowers.

At last a Jewell type of flower on a 
compact cushion shaped plant. The flowers are as perfectly formed as 
those of Jewell but are larger and produced in such quantities that the 
foliage of the plant is obscured. Color is a soft lavender that is — 
very pleasing, A thrifty vlant attaining a height of sbout 14 inches
